Conference To Deal

Washington.-A_ — suggestion 
made in British arms circles of ‘the 
conference that it might be necessary 
for President Harding to call another 
conference to deal with that portion 
of tho agreement on naval ratio 
which prohibits the further construc- 
tion of warships, 

The British view is that there Is 
some doubt as to whether the pro 
vision in its present shape is suffi- 
ciently definite to prevent nations of 
the powers represented at the present 
conference from constructing war- 
ships in other countries not a party 
to agreements, 

The British declared that, as an 
example, one great British  ship- 
building concern has dockyards in 
Spain, another in Norway and others 
were located in other countries, 
Under a liberal construction of the 
ratio agreement, there would be 
nothing to prevent the utilization of 
these dockyards to build warships, it 
was said, and the present conference 
cannot prevent this in the absence of 
delegates from all of the countries 
where shipbuilding plants are located. 

With definite capital ship ratios 
agreed upon by all five of the prin- 
cipal powers, there was revealed a 
feeling that limitation of auxiliary 
craft was largely a minor question 
of detail, in the settlement of which 
the individual desires of the various 
mations could be generally accepted. 
The view was expressed that the real 
business of the conference had been 
accomplished in the limitation of 
first line ships, since it is that class 
of war vessel which constitutes . the 
major element of naval aggression 
and which at the same time entails 
the great bulk of public expenditure.

However assuming that the condl- 
tions are right, there will remain the 
necessity of our swine growers exer- 
cising judgment In selecting proper 
sizes to mate with-the females they 
now possess and displaying skill im 
growing and finishing the offspring. 

The majority of swine growers will 
have to ask themselves three ques- 
tions: 

(a) What breed produces the best | 
hog from the packer’s standpoint? 

(b) What breed is best suited to 
Western Canadian conditions and | 
methods of growing? 

(c) With what breed and type of 
sire must I mate the sows 1 now pos- 
tess, in order to produce hogs that, 
with proper management, will be grad- 
ed as select bacon when offered for 
sale? : ’ 

There is ‘no doubt that in the hands 
of men who'understand growing them 
and under suitable conditions the 
Yorkshire comes nearest producing 
the best hog trom the packer’s view- 
point. The man who has females of 
this breeding, who knows the methods 
necessary to success in growing pigs 
of this breed and who is able to pro- 
tect his animals against the ailments 
to which they are most subject— 
namely, sunburnt and cracked skins—- 
should continue with them and he 
need not have any fears about where 
they will be classed. 

A close second to the Yorkshires, 
from the packer’s viewpoint, are the 
Tamworths. They have a slightly 
thicker and tougher skin than the 
Yorkshires, and therefore less likely 
to become sunburnt. This is a point 
in their favor from the standpoint o! 
the grower—but they are perhaps the 
most restless and active of any of the | 
breeds and this is a count against [ 
them. ¥ 

Hampshires when properly grown, 
develop an excellent carcass for the 
bacon trade, and the grower who has 
females of Hampshires breeding can 
safely continue to keep his herd pure. 

The same applies to the “bacon 
type” Berkshires. One point must be 
kept in mind when selecting animals 
of this breed for breeding purposes. 
In order to produce prime Wiltshire 
bacon it is necessary that the layer of 
fat shall be of uniform thickness 
throughout the entire length of the 
back. ‘“Thé Berkshires, as a: breed, 
have a tendency toward ‘putting a 
somewhat heavier covering of fat over 
their shoulders than ‘along the rest o! 
their spine. In order to produce hogs 
that do not have this deflect, it is 
necessary to select breeding stock that 
is smooth over the shoulders. 

A large number of western farmers 
have for some years past been grow 
fing the thick, fat-backed variety ‘of 
hogs, and they are naturally asking 
what breej of sire shou!d he selected 
in order w secure the premium thet

for Toronto for the eleven months of 
1921, as compiled by the Safety Lea- 
gue, shows a total of 45 such deaths 
on the streets of Toronto.

Germany To Build

Canada Has Fastest Wireless Service 
In the World 

Recent achievements in wireless 
telegraphy in this country show that 
Canada continues well to the fore in 
this important phase of international 
life and give rise to further optim- 
ism as to the possibilities of wireless. 
During the past two months wireless 
messages have been going out of Glace 
Bay, Nova Scotia, across the Atlantic 
at the rate of eighty-two words a min- 
ute, a record of speed which was 
scarcely thought possible to attain 
twelve months ago. It is the fastest 
wireless (or telegraph) circuit of its 
length anywhere in the world. tt 
represents 410 letters per minute 
against the cable’s 300 letters per min- 
ute, There {s an inherent improve- 
ment in the accuracy of reception and 
the recording on the tapes is absolute- 
ly clear.

Ministry 

A German water flare has been 
found im Mar Forest, Deeside. Flares 
of this type were dropped by Zeppe- 
lins to enable the commander to as- 
certain whether he was flying over 
Jand or water. 

This particular flare, which was 
found by a ghillie and handed by him 
to the Prince of Wales, who sent it 
on to the air ministry, was no doubt 
dropped by the til-fated Zeppelin 
L-20, which left Germany with nine 
other airships on the mornings of May 
2, 1916. The L-20 crossed the coast 
of Scotland at Lunan Bay and flew 
on past Montrose, where it turned 
inland, and flew past Brechin over 
the Forest of Mar and within 15 miles 
of Balmoral, It crossed the Mona- 
dhiiath Mountains and the Caledonian 
Canal. It then altered its course and 
flew east by north and dropped four 
bombs in the north of Aberdeenshire, 
they re-crossed the coast near Cruden 
Bay. 

Over the North Sea the 1-20 met 
heavy winds and was driven against 
high land at Handhaes in Norway, on 
the morning of May 3. The airship 
was badly injured and fell into a 
fjord and sank. Her commander was 
Captain-Lieutenant Stabert,
